Murphy Hits 


At Distorters

Attorney General Frank Murphy 
charged that his recent speech on 
roper personnel administration 
was distorted to represent an at- 
tack on expenditures for vital so- 
cial services, a letter to the State, 
County and Municipal Workers, 
CIO, revealed yesterday.

In the Economic Machine 


¢ The arguments of Roosevelt’s oppon- 
ents on the dollar have no rhyme or reason, 


The New York Times is typical. First 
it asserts that all kinds of terrible things 
may happen if the President has the power 
co devalue the dollar, that it creates un- 
certainty. But immediately after that, they 
turn a somersault because they know that 
the facts are altogether different. They say 
that if it is necessary to devalue thé dollar 
in order to protect American markets from 
the raids of Wall Street and foreign finan- 
cial cliques, Roosevelt can still use the 
Stabilization Fund of the Treasury. 


So in the same breath, while they argue 
that the power to devalue is something 
“terrible,” they are forced to admit it is 
vitally necessary. 

All these logical gymnastics are aimed at 
concealing the damage which the Senate 
vote can do to the economic life of the na- 
tion. Not only abroad. But right here at 
home as Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau has accurately said. Business men and 
farmers had better “start worrying serious- 
y,”’ he said, as long as the dollar can be 


_Yaided by foreign powers or Wall Street. 


He is right. Raids against: the dollar will 
damage American markets, American ex- 
ports, and American jobs. The Presidential 
power to control the dollar is necessary pro- 
tection against such economic disasters. 


Big. Tax Chiselers 


@ Somewhere in the country (probably in 
some of the ritzy Maine resorts) there are 
25 millionaires who are chiseling the Gov- 
ernment out of big tax payments. 


John W. Hanes, Undersecretary of the 
Treasury told the House Ways and Means 
Committee that the latest income tax re- 
turns show that 25 people with incomes of 
more than $1,000,000 a year proved that 
they egllected fully $7,000,000 in bond jnter- 
est from U. S. Government bonds. Under the 
present law, such income can’t be taxed. 


_ Seven. million dollars of nice, juicy Govern- 
ment-guaranteed income, and not a penny — 


tax on it. 


We have no doubt whatever that these 
25 millionaires every day bewail the “extrav- 
agance” of the WPA, and boast of their 

“lack of confidence” in the Government 
which thus feeds them with streams of gold- 
en income. 

Mr. Hanes estimates that theSGovern- 
ment is losing from $180,000,000 to $337,- 
000,000 every year because of the present 
tax-exemption on Government bonds. It is 
high time to wipe this criminal exemption 
off the Government books, and make the 
rich pay their share.

The Woman Is Not 
Always to Blame 


Mr. H. S. of New York City 
writes: 


“Dear Medical Board: 


“I recently visited a physician be- 
| cause my wife did not become preg- 
nont after one year of marital re- 
lations. Under his microscope he 
examined the specimen of sperm I 
brought. The spermatozoa showed 
no movement and-were extremely 
few. 


“The doctor suggested a six-week, 
three per week, series of hormone 
injections, which he said has proven 
to be quite successful in many cases, 
testosterone propionate. Although 
he does not guarantee a definite re- 
sult he highly recommended the in- 
jections. 


“I would iike to have your opinion 
regarding these injections.” 


REPLY 


In a high percentage of cases of 
sterile marriage the husband, rather 
than the wife, is at fault. If an 
examination of the wife indicates 
that she is’ capable of pregnancy, 
| the husband should be examined to 
| determine whether he is fertile or 

not. 


; 


Such an examination does not in- 
volve simply the microscope exami- 
nation of a drop of the man’s semi- 
nal fluid. It must include a com- 
plete physical exdmination since it 
is not at all uncommon for some 
constitutional disturbance to be 
the cause of the sterility. 

Particular attention must be paid 
to the condition of the genital or- 
gans. The secretion of the pro- 
state gland should be examined 
| microscopically. A blood Wasser- 
mann ‘test, urinanalysis, and basal 


be made. 


Finally, the seminal fluid should 
be submitted for examination. The 
manner of collection of this fluid 
is of considerable importance, There 
must be a period of at least one 
week's sexual abstinence preceding 
‘the test, and the fluid should he 
collected in a bottle by “with- 
drawal” and forwarded to the phy- 
siclan for examination within an 
hour after it has been obtained. A 
specimen collected in a condom is 
not suitable for examination. 

The seminal fluid must be sub- 
jected to a thorough examination 
which included a determination of 
its volume, coor, viscosity, and re-

_ BEHIN D THE SCENES 


Let’s take a look at the dressing room of the world’s 
heavyweight champion fighter a few minutes after he's 


won a fight. 

A long line of Cops Keeps out all those without the special working 
press dressing rocm pass or photographer's pass. Inside Joe Louis sits 
up on the iow rubbing table while the photographers bang away like 
mad and cal! for his right fist clenched, his left, = smile, a frovn, 
and what have you. Reporters hastily scribbling the answers for their 
morning paper lean over him and fire questions that range all the 
way to the somewhat silly “Did it hurt when you get knocked down?” 
Joe thinks over each question and tries to answer it right, “Wasn't 
it a right to the body that knocked you down in the third, Joe?” ... 
' “Uh, uh—that was a Feft hook right here on the jaw.” “But Joe, it 

looked like a right to the stomach.” Joe smiles and holds his jaw, 
“Tt was a left hook.’ Reporters on the outside of the circle fraritically 
call in, “What did he say? A left hook?” And scribble it down. Sports- 
writers come barging in at intervals for a quick handshake of con- 
gratulations. “Great fight, Joe.” “Thanks, Tom. Glad you liked it.” 
He knows almost all the scribes by their first name after four years 
of the boxing spotlight. 


Still Modest 


The first rush of pictures and rapid fire questions over, tne cameras 
and the morning paper men drifting out, the place takes on a more 
relaxed, natural air. Joe takes a shower and comes back to lie down 
‘while trainer Blackburn and a handler work over his muscles. Reporters 
aiid friends still drift in with questions and congratulations. He takes 
them all ‘in stride. Sometimes a quick smile breaks across his face 
as he answers a question that strikes him as funny. He’s gained a 1ot 
of poise since he was a gangling kidof 19 without formal education 
thrust into the limelight, but there's still a reticence about talking tov 
much about himself that can only be real modesty. He’s more talkative 
on almost any other subject. No reporter ever got a boastful or vain- 
_ glorious statement from him, or anything but a well-rounded appraisal 

of his opponent. 

A stout, walrus mustached man comes in and walks over to 
Joe, new on his stomach having his back rubbed, He bends down 
and smilingly wags a reproving finger in Joe's face, “Care- 
less-s-s boy!” Joe smiles broadly as he shakes hands and says, 
“Well, Doctor, we can't duck ‘em all.” Barney Ross comes in 
still babbling incoherently about what a great fight it was. He's 
so excited that as he taiks he begins a rapid fire kneading of 
Joe’s leg muscles in rhythm with Blackburn, 


Finally Joe dresses and glances over the early fight edition of the 
News. You can't be sure, but there ‘looks like just a wee bit of quiet 
_ gelf-satisfaction in the way he regards the banner headlines. 
ya An excited looking youngster with a lump over his eye, pale anc 
- breathing fast, comes in with one of Louis’ handlers. “Joe, this 1s 
Tommy Tucker, the boy who fought after your fight. He wants ‘te 
Meet you.”’. Tommy shakes hands enthusiastically, “I'm sure glad I 
~ got this chance to meet you, Joe. It’s a real thrill to me.” “Thanks,” 
’ Teplies Joe. “How'd you do tonight?” “Well I had Dorazio on the 
- floor but they éalled it a draw. But, boy, you were good.” 

A police lieutenant comes in, wipes the sweat off his brow, 
pulls off his glove and shakes hands with Joe. “Great fight, 
Joe. Great fight.” 


Making the Movies 
i In the adjoining room sound news cameramen have set up three 
" @ameras, a mess of lights and wiring and one of them is stand:ng 
behind the mike so that the technicians can get the lights right. Joe 
steps in. “Watch the wires, Joe. They're a!l over the floor. Come on 
- over here. Well pop a few questions.” Joe takes the spot indicated 
 befcre the mike and each of the three calls for him to hold it while 
/ they get the proper focus. The “director” tells Joe, “Just a few ques- 
rs tions, Joe. Answer just what you think and want to say.’ They call 
_ ior complete silence and the “director” says, “Now Joe, what about a 
rematch with Galento. Would that be O.K. with you?” A few minutes 
before reporters putting that question to Roxborough and Black, Jce’s

> @ lot.” “Thank you—so long.” 

Sue: Joe, his managers, trainers and a few friends and the couple 
of newspapermen who were in on the movie shot, follow a police 
detail through to the club offices exit on the West side of the 
Stadium. As he steps out there is a tremendous roar of applause 
from the crowd being held back by cops. He waves and gets 
in the car.
